Virtue  treads  paths  that  end  not  in  the  grave; 
No  ban  of  endless  night  exiles  the  brave; 
And  to  the  saner  mind 

We  rather  seem  the  dead  that  stayed  behind." 

E  hold  in  grateful  remembrance  the  Washburn  men  who  gave  their 
lives  in  the  great  conflict  and  we  cherish  for  these  men  a  great  hope. 
Seen  from  our  side  the  loss  of  these  devoted  young  lives  looms  large 
as  a  catastrophe,  mitigated  only  by  their  heroism  and  self  sacrifice. 
But  over  against  our  sense  of  loss  we  must  place  the  outlook  eternal.  If  we 
can  trust  the  vision  of  Jesus  that  the  invisible  and  the  spiritual  are  the  real  and 
the  permanent,  that  God  lives  and  reigns  at  the  heart  of  things,  that  His  nature 
is  love  and  that  He  is  our  Father,  that  the  way  unto  life  is  the  way  of  sacrifice 
and  self-giving,  then  it  follows  just  as  surely  as  the  day  follows  night  that  the 
death  of  these  men  in  a  great  cause  in  the  spirit  of  a  great  consecration  was 
not  disaster  but  in  some  way  it  was  a  coronation. 

Writing  to  his  mother  from  one  of  the  battlefields  of  Europe,  a  gallant 
young  soldier  expressed  surprise  at  the  calmness  and  serenity  with  which  his 
comrades  met  death.  He  said  that  it  caused  the  mercury  of  his  optimism  to 
rise  up  to  see  how  they  did  it,  and  that  he  was  at  a  loss  to  discover  the  bigness 
of  the  motive  that  supported  them.  And  then,  all  unconsciously,  this  young 
man  answered  his  own  query  about  the  bigness  of  the  motive  that  supported 
his  comrades  by  casually  remarking,  "After  all,  it  is  not  when  but  how  you 
die  that  really  matters." 

The  truth  is  that  when  our  brave  men  entered  the  service  of  the  nation  they 
had  for  the  most  part  definitely  decided  that  life  itself  was  not  too  great  a  price 
to  pay  for  the  privilege  of  rendering  the  service  to  which  they  were  summoned. 
So  when  death  summoned  them  they  obeyed  the  summons  with  unsurprised 
cmietness.  They  had  made  once  for  all  the  great  decision,  and  therefore  when 
death  came  they  were  ready. 

They  fell,  we  say,  in  the  service  of  their  country  and  humanity.  Yes,  to  all 
appearances  they  fell,  but 

"They  fell  to  rise 
They  were  baffled  to  fight  better 
They  sleep  to  wake." 

Their  task  is  far  from  ended.    A  completer  existence  is  begun.    They  have 

entered  the  ranks  of  a  higher  service.    Their  power  of  help  is  increased  rather 

than  diminished.    They  still  devote  themselves  to  the  cause  of  humanity. 
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To  Them.

MARGARET  WEBB  SANDERS,  '17 
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Carl  Carpenter  Searle. 

CARL  SEARLE  received  his  B.  S.  from 
Washburn  in  1913.  He  was  extremely  pop- 
ular and  was  interested  in  all  college  activ- 
ities, being  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta 
Fraternity  and  of  the  Cercle  Francais,  and 
Orchestra.  After  graduating  from  Wash- 
burn, he  attended  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin, where  he  obtained  his  M.S.  in  1918.  and 
where  he  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Pi,  a 
medical  fraternity  and  of  Sigma  Sigma,  an 
honorary  medical  fraternity.  He  enlisted  in 
the  Medical  Reserve  in  January.  1918,  and  in 
the  fall  of  that  year,  was  admitted  to  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  one  of  three  admitted 
from  Wisconsin  out  of  many  applications. 
In  the  summer  of  1918.  he  became  engaged 
in  Government  Experimental  work  in  Gas 
Defense  at  Washington,  D.  C.  where  his 
death  occurred  from  influenza  on  October 
19,  1918. 
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Harry  Elmer  Clarke. 

HARRY  ELMER  CLARKE,  whose 
home  is  in  Kirwin,  Kansas,  was  a  student  in 
Washburn  Academy  in  1908.  He  was  in- 
terested in  athletics  and  all  Academy  activ- 
ities. When  the  United  States  entered  the 
war,  he  made  several  attempts  to  get  into 
the  service,  but  was  rejected  because  of 
physical  disabilities.  He  finally  succeeded 
in  entering  the  medical  corps,  and  while 
driving  an  ambulance  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
he  met  with  the  accident  which  caused  his 
death  on  January  19,  1919. 


Harry  Hamilton  Renick. 

HARRY  HAMILTON  RENICK  was 
graduated  from  the  Washburn  Law  School 
in  1916.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Delta 
Theta  Phi  law  fraternity  and  of  the  Black- 
stone  and  Kent  Clubs.  He  was  also  inter- 
ested in  college  athletics.  He  left  his  law 
practice  to  enlist,  but  was  permitted  to  serve 
his  country  only  a  short  time  before  he  be- 
came a  victim  of  the  influenza  epidemic  in 
October,  1918. 
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Lieutenant 
Victor  Kenney  Dodge  Blakely. 

VICTOR  BLAKELY  attended  Wash- 
burn Academy  in  1916  where  he  made  many 
friends.  He  spent  the  following  year  in 
Kansas  University.  Enlisting  in  the  Quar- 
termaster's Corps  in  the  spring  of  1917,  he 
remained  with  this  unit  until  after  his  ar- 
rival in  France,  when  he  was  transferred  to 
the  11th  Infantry  and  sent  to  an  Officers 
Training  School.  During  the  battle  of  the 
Argonne  Forest,  so  many  of  our  officers 
were  killed  that  Lieutenant  Blakely  was 
taken  from  school  and  sent  to  the  front  in 
command  of  Company  A  of  his  regiment. 
He  met  his  death  his  first  day  in  battle, 
October  13,  while  gallantly  leading  his  com- 
pany. 


Harold  Elmer  Olson. 

HAROLD  OLSON  was  graduated  from 
the  Topeka  High  School  in  the  spring  of 
1917  and  enrolled  in  Washburn  that  fall. 
He  made  a  large  uumber  of  friends  while 
in  college  and  was  considered  one  of  the 
most  promising  boys  in  his  class.  Devoted 
as  he  was  to  his  home  and  to  his  college,  he 
felt  that  his  first  duty  was  to  his  country. 
He  enlisted  in  the  Medical  Service  on  July 
19.  1918,  and  sailed  for  France  September 
10.  He  went  into  active  service  at  once, 
and  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  on  the  field 
of  action  October  14.  in  the  battle  of  the 
Argonne  Forest. 
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Lieutenant  ^Villiam  F.  Leland. 

LIEUTENANT  WILLIAM  LELAND 
was  at  one  time  a  student  in  the  Washburn 
Law  School.  He  graduated  from  the  Mich- 
igan Law  School  and  practiced  at  Detroit, 
coming  from  there  to  Atchison,  Kansas  in 
1917.  He  was  commissioned  in  the  Second 
Officers  Training  Camp  and  sent  to  France 
at  once.  He  became  acting  Captain  of  the 
"Rattle  Snakes,"  a  famous  New  York  Divi- 
sion of  colored  men.  He  was  killed  in  the 
Argonne  drive  that  started  September  26. 
His  Colonel  says,  "Lieutenant  Leland  was 
a  good  and  brave  soldier.  He  met  his  death 
in  a  heroic  manner,  according  to  the  best 
American  traditions." 


Walter  Clinton  Janney. 

WALTER  CLINTON  JANNEY  entered 
Washburn  in  September.  1912,  where  he 
took  three  years  of  work,  specializing  in 
Engineering.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Alpha  Delta  fraternity,  and  was  liked  by 
all  who  knew  him  for  his  cordial  manner 
and  cheerful  good  nature.  On  June  16,  1917. 
he  enlisted  in  Co.  A.,  110th  Engineers  and 
sailed  for  France  May  2,  1918.  He  was 
wounded  in  the  battle  of  the  Argonne,  and 
died  as  a  result  of  his  wounds  on  October 
31,  1918,  in  Base  Hospital  No.  14.  He  was 
laid  to  rest  in  the  American  Cemetery  at 
Mars-sur-Allier,  Neive,  France. 
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Fred  F.  Norris. 

FRED  F.  NORRIS  entered  Washburn  in 
the  fall  of  1915.  where  he  was  a  student  for 
two  years  and  a  member  of  the  Kappa 
Sigma  fraternity.  He  was  among  the  first 
to  hear  the  call  of  war.  enlisting  in  the  110th 
Engineers  in  the  spring  of  1917.  A  year 
later,  he  went  to  France  with  the  35th  Divi- 
sion. His  company  went  over  the  top  in  the 
Argonne  drive  on  the  morning  of  Septem- 
ber 29th.  He  was  among  the  ones  who 
never  came  back.  His  ideals  were  the  very 
highest  and  his  last  thoughts  were  of  home. 


Lieutenant  Glenn  Haughey. 

GLENN  HAUGHEY  graduated  from  the 
Washburn  Medical  School  in  1908.  He  was 
identified  with  all  the  College  activities  and 
was  a  fine  football  player.  He  practiced 
medicine  in  Courtland  and  Wakeeney,  Kan., 
and  was  called  to  the  service  from  the  lat- 
ter place.  Lieutenant  Haughey  entered  the 
Medical  S  ervice  of  the  army  in  the  spring 
of  1918,  and  was  doing  excellent  work  at 
the  time  he  contracted  influenza,  which 
caused  his  death  at  Camp  Oglethorpe, 
Georgia. 
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Orville  G.  Eytck  ison. 

ORVILLE  G.  EYTCHISON  enrolled  in 
Washburn  in  the  fall  of  1913,  and  was  here 
during  that  school  year.  When  the  war 
broke  out,  he  entered  the  Great  Lakes  Naval 
Training  Station  and  was  a  member  of 
Company  C,  2nd  Regiment,  at  Camp 
Dewey,  where  he  died  of  pneumonia  on 
September  29,  1918.  He  was  a  classmate  of 
Fred  Marcy,  both  in  Onaga  High  School 
and  as  a  Washburn  freshman,  and  it  is  a 
remarkable  coincidence  that  they  laid  down 
their  lives  on  the  same  day,  one  in  France, 
the  other  in  America;  one  in  khaki,  the  oth- 
er in  blue. 


Fred  H.  Marcy. 

FRED  H.  MARCY,  whose  home  is  in 
Milford,  Kansas,  attended  Washburn  in 
1913-14.  He  was  much  interested  in  his  col- 
lege work  and  was  greatly  admired  by  his 
classmates  and  instructors.  He  was  among 
the  first  to  offer  his  all  for  his  country,  en-- 
listing  in  the  early  part  of  the  war  in  the 
139th  Infantry.  He  was  killed  in  the  battle 
where  so  many  of  our  American  boys  lost 
their  lives,  that  of  the  Argonne  Forest. 
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Victor  G.  Clayton. 

VICTOR  G.  CLAYTON  attended  the 
Washburn  Law  School  the  spring  semester 
of  1917,  coming  here  from  the  University  of 
Colorado.  The  following  year  he  worked 
as  reporter  on  the  Topeka  Daily  Capital. 
In  the  spring  of  1917.  he  entered  the  service 
of  Uncle  Sam  at  Fort  Leavenworth,  later 
being  transferred  to  Camp  Cody,  New 
Mexico.  His  death,  due  to  influenza,  oc- 
curred at  Camp  Dix,  New  Jersey  on  Sep- 
tember 28,  1918. 


William  Potter. 

WILLIAM  POTTER,  whose  home  is  at 
Mayetta,  Kansas,  enlisted  in  the  Washburn 
S.  A.  T.  C.  in  October.  1918.  During  his 
short  time  with  us,  he  made  many  friends. 
After  only  a  few  days  of  suffering  he  died 
of  influenza  on  October  20.  His  death  was 
the  only  one  in  the  S.A.T.C.  unit  at  Wash- 
burn and  was  keenly  felt  by  the  entire  col- 
lege. 
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Lieutenent  Guy  Austin  Tull. 

LIEUTENANT  GUY  AUSTIN  TULL 
was  graduated  from  the  Kansas  Medical 
School  in  1895.  After  several  years  as  a 
practitioner  in  Kansas,  he  moved  to  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  where  he  established  a  suc- 
cessful practice.  Lieutenant  Tull  enlisted 
in  the  Medical  Service  in  December,  1917, 
and  was  sent  to  Fort  Riley,  Kansas.  He 
died  in  service  July  13,  1918. 


Lxeut.-Col.  Clarence  LeRoy  Cole. 

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL  CLARENCE 
LEROY  COLE  was  graduated  from  the 
Kansas  Medical  School  in  1903,  at  which 
time  the  Kansas  Medical  School  was  a  part 
of  Washburn.  He  entered  the  Medical  Ser- 
vice and  was  sent  to  Fort  Sam  Houston, 
Texas,  where  he  did  excellent  work  in  the 
Hospital  Corps.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cole 
was  next  transferred  to  New  England, 
where  he  died  in  the  service  August  9,  1918. 
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Crosby  Deacon. 

CROSBY  DEACON  received  his  degree 
from  Washburn  June,  1917.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Gamma  Sigma 
Literary  Society,  and  the  Glee  Club.  He 
was  well  known  and  liked  in  Washburn,  a 
young  man  of  high  ideals  and  earnest  Chris- 
tian character.  He  was  attached  to  the 
quartermaster's  department,  receiving  his 
military  training  at  Jacksonville,  Florida. 
His  death  occurred  in  France  January  24. 
1919,  due  to  pulmonary  pneumonia. 


Louis   Lloyd  Larrick. 

LOUIS  LLOYD  LARRICK  received  his 
A.B.  degree  from  Washburn  in  1915.  He 
was  very  prominent  in  college  activities,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Delta  Theta  fra- 
ternity. Especially  since  his  graduation 
have  his  love  and  loyalty  for  his  College 
been  shown  in  many  ways.  He  was  true  to 
Washburn  ideals  in  standing  for  the  best  in 
his  home  community.

CARL  BROWN  was  graduated  from  the 
Kansas  Medical  School  in  1913..  where  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Club.  He 
established  a  very  successful  practice  in 
Cawker  City,  and  remained  there  till  the 
time  of  his  enlistment.  He  was  commis- 
sioned a  lieutenant  in  the  Medical  Corps  in 
September,  1918,  but  served  his  country 
only  a  short  time,  as  his  death  occurred 
from  influenza  in  the  following  month. 
October,  1918.

Oh,  the  army,  the-  army. 
The  democratic  army; 
Beans  for  breakfast, 
Beans  for  dinner, 
Beans  for  supper  time; 
Thirty  dollars  every  month 
Deducting  twenty-nine 
Oh  the  army,  etc. 

WO  months  of  army  life  wrought 
many  changes  in  Washburn.  Her 
entire  curriculum  had  to  be  re- 
vised, new  subjects  were  offered, 
special  teachers  were  secured,  and  the  gen- 
eral trend  of  affairs  was  toward  the  military. 
Many   difficult  problems  presented  them- 
selves, resulting  from  a  conflict  between  this 
military  and  academic  work.  But  the  Wash- 
burn S.A.T.C.  flourished  and  three  different 
times  was  pronounced  the  best  unit  in  the 
state  by  the  official  state  inspecting  officer. 
To  Captain  Frank  E.  Shaw  and  his  capable 
CAPTAIN  FRANK  E.  SHAW.      lieutenants,  much  credit  is  clue  for  this  en- 
viable record. 

Chaptain  Shaw's  home  is  at  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.  After  leaving  the  Mohegan 
Lake  School  on  the  Hudson,  he  attended  the  University  of  Michigan  and  grad- 
uated from  the  Law  School.  The  day  war  was  declared,  Captain  Shaw  sent 
in  his  application  for  an  officer's  training  camp  and  was  sent  to  the  first  O.T.C. 
at  Fort  Sheridan,  where  he  received  a  commission.  He  was  sent  to  Camp  Cus- 
ter, Michigan  with  the  337th  regiment  and  was  later  transferred  to  organize 
the  30th  Field  Signal  Battalion.  Having  successfully  organized  this  battalion 
he  whipped  into  shape  the  16th  Company  of  the  160th  Depot  Brigade.  He 
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Captain  Shaw         Lieutenant  Blackburn       Lieutenant  Heap  Lieutenant  Mnuk 


was  then  sent  to  Valparaiso,  Indiana,  where  they  were  just  organizing  a  U. 
S.  Army  training  detachment.  After  four  months  there  he  was  transferred  to 
Topeka  and  took  charge  of  organizing  the  Washburn  SA.T.C.  He  was  well 
liked  by  all  the  men  in  the  unit  and  proved  himself  a  real  soldier  by  his  excel- 
lent record.  Captain  Shaw  accompanied  the  football  team  on  every  trip  and 
was  an  ardent  supporter  of  all  athletics. 

Lieutenant  Clifford  D.  Blackburn,  Adjutant  of  the  post  and  Personnel  Offi- 
cer has  been  a  student  and  athlete  at  Missouri  University.  He  came  to  Wash- 
burn from  Ft.  Sheridan,  where  he  received  his  commission  last  September. 
The  paper  work  of  the  post  was  kept  in  practically  perfect  condition  by  the 
untiring  efforts  of  Lieutenant  Blackburn.  He  was  a  favorite  with  the  men 
and  if  they  had  any  troubles,  Lieutenant  Blackburn  was  the  man  to  see. 

For  drill  and  bayonet  instructor  the  post  was  fortunate  in  having  Lieutenant 
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George  A.  Heap,  Senior  Instructor  and  Commander  of  Company  One.  Lien- 
tenant  Heap  went  from  the  University  of  Oklahoma  to  Ft.  Sheridan,  where 
he  received  his  commission  in  September.  He  possessed  a  great  deal  of  en- 
durance and  was  very  particular  about  drill  work. 

Lieutenant  Frank  J.  Mnuk,  Small  arms  Firing  Instructor  and  Commander 
of  Company  Two.  won  his  commission  at  Camp  Perry.  He  was  an  expert 
with  a  rifle  and  only  the  lack  of  range  deprived  the  men  of  actual  instruction. 
His  lectures  were  extremely  interesting.  Lieutenant  Mnuk  won  a  place  in  the 
hearts  of  all  the  men  who  knew  him,  not  only  those  of  his  own  company,  but 
of  the  whole  post.  He  was  an  ideal  officer  and  Washburn  is  indeed  fortunate 
to  have  him  enrolled  now  as  a  student.    His  home  is  at  Omaha,  Nebraska. 

With  such  officers  there  is  little  wonder  that  the  Washburn  unit  ranked  first 
in  the  state.  But  the  men  of  the  post — just  common  rookies — showed  an  un- 
usual amount  of  ability :  in  his  farewell  speech  to  the  battalion  on  Dec.  9,  Cap- 
tain Shaw  made  this  statement :  "Considering  the  hindrance  of  the  influenza 
epidemic,  the  distraction  caused  by  your  academic  duties  and  the  short  time 
since  the  organization  of  the  S.A.T.C.,  you  are  as  good  an  outfit  as  I  ever  had." 

There  were  some  300  men  at  the  post,  quartered  and  fed  in  regulation  bar- 
racks. Most  of  them  had  been  inducted  Oct.  1  and  as  the  "supply"  exceeded 
the  "demand"  an  additional  barracks  had  to  be  built.  The  Y.M.C.A.  hut  in 
the  basement  of  Boswell  with  the  "ever-ready,  ever-willing  Mr.  Searle"  as 
Secretary,  was  a  big  asset  to  the  unit. 

Dr.  Jeffries,  the  Contract  Surgeon,  will  always  be  remembered  as  a  true 
friend  of  the  boys.  He  managed  the  "flu"  situation  in  a  most  excellent  man- 
ner-having three  separate  S.A.T.C.  hospitals  and  a  corps  of  assistants.  Dr. 
Jeffries  was  full  of  fun.  a  real  live  wire ;  and  a  mighty  good  doctor.  He  was 
always  with  Captain  Shaw  on  the  football  trips  and  did  much  to  encourage 
the  blue  and  white  eleven. 

His  right  hand  assistant  during  the  "flu"  epidemic  was  Mrs.  Biby,  the  Red 
Cross  Nurse.  She  was  self-sacrificing  at  all  times  and  always  ready  to  wait 
on  her  patients.    The  boys'  gratefulness  to  Mrs.  Biby  is  unlimited. 

The  two  month's  of  army  life  accomplished  much  for  the  men  who  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity.  They  are  better  physically  and  mentally.  They 
know  what  discipline  means  and  they  have  some  conception  of  hardships. 
Guard  duty  at  night,  fire  guard,  N.C.O.C.Q.,K.P.,  and  those  other  little  tasks, 
all  helped  to  make  the  man.  The  long  hikes,  the  tiresome  drills,  the  "dry" 
military  lectures,  the  regular  inspections — these  also  had  their  effects  on  the 
embryonic  soldiers.  But  with  all  the  hardships,  even  during  the  "air  tight" 
quarantine,  there  was  some  pleasure  and  life  wasn't  such  a  grind  after  all. 

To  many  a  man  of  future  years  the  two  months  of  military  life  at  Wash- 
burn will  be  one  of  the  most  pleasing  reminiscences  of  his  entire  life.

Season  of  1918. 


ASHBURN  is  once  again  on  the  football  map.  For  the  first  time  in 
years,  she  has  made  more  points  than  her  opponents.  To  Coach  E. 
E.  Bearg,  a  great  deal  of  the  credit  is  clue  for  this  successful  season. 
Playing  behind  closed  gates  and  with  only  a  small  group  of  soldiers 
as  rooters,  Washburn  won  her  first  game  of  the  season  from  Midland  College 
13  -  o,  on  November  7th.  Two  days  later  the  team  journeyed  to  Manhattan 
and  mixed  with  the  strong  Aggie  eleven.  With  a  9  -  7  score  in  favor  of 
Washburn  at  the  end  of  the  first  half,  it  looked  as  if  the  home  boys  might  win. 
But  the  tide  of  victory  turned  and  the  Blue  and  White  lost  28  -  9.  On  Nov- 
ember 15,  the  Ichabods  landed  in  Emporia;  it  was  "Home  Coming  Day"  for 
the  K.S.N,  alumni.  Yes,  all  the  "home  coming"  alumni  saw  Washburn  walk 
off  with  the  bacon  that  day,  having  won  the  game  by  a  22  -  3  score.  The  next 
trip  was  to  the  home  of  the  fighting  Irish  at  St.  Marys.  The  Manhattan  S.A. 
T.C.  band  accompanied  the  team  on  this  trip,  and  led  them  onto  the  field  to 
the  tune  of  some  martial  and  defiant  air.

Basketball. 

Summary  of  Season. 

INE  victories  and  five  defeats,  third  place  in  the  Kansas  Conference — 
that  is  the  record  of  the  Ichabod  quintet  for  this  past  season.  And 
a  mighty  good  record  it  is  when  compared  with  those  of  previous 
years.  Next  season  Coach  Bearg  expects  Washburn  to  win  first 
place  in  the  conference,  and  with  six  of  the  seven  letter  men  back  in  school, 
there  is  little  doubt  but  that  his  hope  will  be  realized. 

Playing  the  Haskell  Indians  at  Lawrence  on  January  9th,  Washburn  won 
her  first  game  of  the  season  34  -  22.  Two  days  later,  the  blue  and  white  was 
defeated  at  Manhattan  by  the  Aggie  aggregation  36  -  20.  A  large  crowd 
turned  out  to  see  the  first  home  game  January  25th,  and  they  were  not  dis- 
appointed. The  Swedes  from  Bethany  College  at  Lindsborg  were  beaten  39  ■■ 
34.  The  good  playing  continued  and  on  January  22,  Washburn  won  another 
decision  on  her  home  court,  this  time  over«St.  Marys  40  -  33.  On  the  24th, 
Coach  Bearg  took  his  men  clown  to  Emporia  and  after  an  exceedingly  close 
game,  won  from  the  College  of  Emporia  by  three  points,  the  score  being  30-27. 

The  first  conference  defeat  was  administered  in  Thomas  Gymnasium  Jan- 
uary 28th  by  the  fast  Baker  bunch.  They  simply  outplayed  the  Ichabods  and 
returned  home  with  the  big  end  of  a  30  -  18  score.  On  January  31st,  the  Col- 
lege of  Emporia  played  a  return  game  here  and  lost  34  -  26.  The  other  team 
from  Emporia,  the  Kansas  State  Normals,  made  the  trip  to  Topeka  February 
6th,  and  put  up  a  fight  that  will  long  be  remembered  by  basketball  fans.  At 
the  end  of  the  game  the  score  stood  25  -  25.  Five  minutes  later  it  was  still  a 
tie,  30  -  30.  Another  five  minutes  and  each  team  had  made  one  point.  A  rest 
of  10  minutes  was  allowed  the  teams  and  again  they  mixed  for  the  third  extra 
period.  This  time  the  Washburn  quintet  worked  like  a  well-regulated  ma- 
chine— not  a  point  for  K.S.N  and  five  for  Washburn.  The  crowd  roared  forth 
its  joy  at  the  36-31  victory. 

Hays  Normal  played  here  February  12th,  and  won  26-21.  At  one  time 
during  the  game,  Washburn  was  10  points  ahead  of  her  opponents,  but  Hays 
had  the  "pep"  and  that's  what  wins.  Haskell  played  a  return  game  February 
14th,  and  lost  15-27.  The  Indians  hated  to  lose  the  second  time,  and  gave 
"striking"  evidence  that  their  "war-blood"  was  aroused.  On  February  18th, 
the.  team  journeyed  to  Baldwin  with  a  determination  to  bake  Baker,  and  they 
almost  succeeded.  The  first  half  ended  with  Washburn  leading  by  three  points. 
In  the  second  half,  Sharp  had  to  leave  the  game  with  a  sprained  knee.  Thus 
crippled,  the  Ichabods  fought  on  and  ended  up  three  points  behind  the  Meth- 
odists, the  score  being  29  -  26.  St.  Marys  gave  only  a  fair  demonstration  of 
basket  ball  on  February  22c!  when  Washburn  played  them  a  return  game  on

The  last  two  games  of  the  season  were  with  Ottawa,  last  year's  Kansas  Con- 
ference Champions.  The  first  one,  played  here  February  24th,  resulted  in  a 
47  "  35  victory  for  Washburn,  and  the  return  game  at  Ottawa  February  28th 
likewise  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  blue  and  white,  the  score  being  41  -  24.

NE  of  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  college  life  at  Washburn  is 
the  emphasis  placed  upon  the  Y.M.C.A.  and  Y.W.C.A.    At  least 
ninety-five  percent  of  all  the  students  enrolled  in  the  college  are 
members  of  these  organizations,  and  the  meetings  and  other  activ- 
ities of  the  two  bodies  form  the  center  of  the  college  life.

In  Memoriam. 

OHN  H.  Dadisman,  American  stu- 
dent leader  and  foreign  secretary 
of  the  International  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  at  Nanking, 
died  at  Shanghai  on  February  9,  1918.  His 
short,  intense  useful  life  deserves  a  more 
complete  memorial  than  this.    Charles  M. 
Sheldon,  who  once  made  Dadisman  the  hero 
of  one  of  his  most  popular  books,  said,  on 
learning  of  Dadisman's  death,  that  his  life, 
though  short,  had  accomplished  more  than 
many  a  successful  man  who  had  lived  his 
three  score  years  and  ten. 

Though  he  was  born  in  Virginia,  Kansas 
gladly  insists  upon  the  right  to  call  him  citi- 
zen, for  at  seventeen  years  of  age  he  came 
west  and  lived  at  Topeka  from  his  first  en- 
trance into  the  Academy  at  Washburn,  on 
through  his  college  and  post-graduate  work, 
and  through  seven  years  as  secretary  of  the 
State  Committee.  He  took  his  A.B.  degree  from  Washburn  in  1905,  and  four 
years  later  his  Master's  degree  in  Philosophy  and  Sociology,  the  latter  degree 
being  earned  while  he  was  traveling  among  the  student  associations  of  Kan- 
sas. Besides  being  successful  in  his  scholastic  work,  Mr.  Dadisman  was  de- 
cidedly active  in  athletics  and  other  student  organizations.  For  four  years  he 
played  football,  being  captain  of  the  team  two  years.  He  had  three  years  of 
baseball,  one  of  them  as  captain.  He  was  Senior  Class  president,  a  member 
of  the  college  paper  staff,  the  winner  of  his  college  oratorical  contest,  and  an 
intercollegiate  debater.  He  held  various  positions  on  the  Association  cabinet, 
and  was  president  for  three  years.  (Written  by  John  Manley  for  "The  North 
American  Student.")

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II1EF  among  the  student  governing  bodies,  of  Washburn  is  the  Stu- 
dent Council,  whose  members  are  representatives  from  the  faculty 
and  from  the  various  classes  and  departments  of  the  College.  The 
duties  of  this  body  are  very  extensive  and  include  the  planning  and 
conducting  of  the  All- Washburn  parties  which  are  given  once  a  month,  every 
other  one  being  a  dance ;  supervision  over  Debate  and  Oratory,  arranging  the 
various  contests,  and  granting  Forensic  "Ws"  ;  supervision  over  the  elections 
to  the  more  important  offices  of  the  school ;  and  granting  of  dates  for  all  par- 
ties and  other  school  events.  This  year  the  Student  Council  has  put  into  effect 
two  very  striking  innovations :  the  first,  a  new  Constitution  providing  for  a 
radical  change  in  membership,  the  second,  the  Point  System,  whereby  each 
student  is  limited  to  fifteen  points  a  year  and  fifty  points  for  the  four  years, 
a  certain  number  of  points  being  given  for  holding  the  various  school  offices. 
The  Student  Council,  like  all  other  organizations,  has  had  to  meet  many  diffi- 
cult problems  this  year,  but  it  has  met  them  tactfully  and  successfully. 

The  two  Pan  Hellenic  Councils  govern  the  Greek  letter  fraternities  on  the 
campus.  They  regulate  Rushing  and  Pledge  Day,  and  strive  to  promote  bet- 
ter inter-fraternity  spirit. 

The  girls  living  in  the  two  dormitories,  Holbrook  Hall  and  Hartford  Cot- 
tage, are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Student  Government.  By  means  of 
various  officers  elected  from  among  their  own  number,  discipline  and  order 
are  maintained  and  good  times  insured.
